THE ARMY RATION.

Experiments to Produce a Con-
centrated Food.

Nothing Found to Take the Place of the
Old-Fashloned Ration of Bacon
and Hardtack in Sulta-
able Bulk.

T'he recent experiments of the United
States government to test the value of
a concentraied army ration have quite
naturally proved a failure They were
instituted by the seeretary of war with
a view to reducing the bulk and weight
of food without impairing its nutritive
funetions. This appeared to be necessi-
fated by the fact that the American
army is more in need of possible im-
provements in this line, in view of the
heavy, tedious and long transportation
of supplies across the plains nnd
through districts that are incapable of
affording the proper amount and gual-
ity of food in times of emergencies.

The German army, for exampie, when
moving in small bodies always pur-
chases supplies on the march as want-
ed. The same iz true of the French,
Russian, Austrian and other European
armies, bub at the same time the soi-
dierz usually have in their knapsacks
what is ealled an “emergency” ration,
generelly sausage or preserved meat
of some kind The soldiers of the Jap-
anese army in the late war with Chinu
carried an vmergencey ration of rice in
u little tin case strapped to the topof
their krapsacks. L

The reports made by the different
militnry departments to which the
questions were referred are interesting
as bearing upon the value of food provi-
uets generally and on the physiologi-
enl questions involved in the digestive
and nutritive processce more particu-
larly. Theoretically speaking, it
would appear that the problem had
been eolved regarding the amount of
food necessary to sustain life and the
varietics of sustenance that gave in
winimum compass the greatest amount
of nouvishment,

All the ohservers agree, however,
that ithe old-{ashioned ration of bacon
and hard-tack in suitable bulk is the
most practical that has ever been sug-
gested. The quantity of food neces-
sary to keep a soldier in good condi-
tion is fixed at 22 ounces. The latier
amount is Increased for obvious rea-
sons to 20 ounces,

When the theeries were put ton prac-
tical test the result was as might have
been anticinuted. Various concen-
trated food tablets were employed in
Colcrado, but more than balf the men
who were victims to the experimout
became candidutes for hospital treat-
ment. The following extroct from the
report. speaks very significantly on
some very essentizl and striking facls:

“A conipany ef the Seventh infantry,
at Fort Logun, near Denver, was de-
tailed and furnished with condensed
rations, cousisting of coffee, soup,
bread and bacon. The cdifec and sonp
were in small tablets, which, when
placed in boiling water, were ready for
consumption in two minutes. The
bread was in small, flat cakes, the
weight and hardness of o briek, but
when moistened swelled out like a
sporge. The bacon was compressed
and only needed to be warmed ina fry-
ing-pan. The soldiers started out with
ten days' vations, but the campaign
was brought to an abrupt end after
four days of 15-mile marches. The
foold no- only did notsatisfy the hunger
or give strength, but secmed to irritate
the siomach. After the first meal, two
of the cnlisted men had 1o Le placed
under the surgeon’s care.
of the second day 40 of the 70 men in
the company were ill, und on the fourih
fay the whole command went into
vimp, and couriers were sent to town
for harvd-tack and ordinary coffee and
bacon. Some of the soldiers were scri-
ously il with a stomach complaint, and
were confined to the hospital for sev-
ernl duys.”

All this goes to show that not oaly
very much is to be learned regarding
Inborntory feeding, bhutthotwe are also
fur frem the proper apprecintion of
nature's compley requirements in food
wmking. Thus far the buman labora-
tory, with its multiple, interdependent,
and complementary methods, has a
monopoly” of its own in fixing the
proper standards for digestion, assim-
ilation and subsequent growth, There
is o natural law pervading the whole
thnt must not be violated by too radieal
attevmpte at mwodifiention or improve-
ment.
